> to Almighty God for the manifold and ineſtimable Bleſſings which we have received 
at His Hands, and deſiring to manifeſt to Our faithful and loving Subjects, and to the 
World, the deep and devout Senſe, which We entertain of His late Mercies vouch- 
ſafed unto Us, by proſtrating Ourſelves before His Divine Majeſty, and offering up 
in the moſt publick and ſolemn Manner Our Praiſes and Thankſgivings for that 
ſignal Interpoſition of His good Providence, which hath removed from Us the late 
Illneſs with which We have been afflited, and which hath eſtabliſhed and confirmed in Us the ſureſt 
Truſt and Confidence in His Protection; have thought fit, by the Advice of Our Privy Council, to 
iſſue this Our Royal Proclamation, hereby appointing and commanding that a General Thankſgiving 
to Almighty God for theſe His Mercies, be obſerved throughout that Part of Our Kingdom of Great 
Britain called Scotland, upon Thurſday the Twenty-third Day of this inſtant April; and we do ſtrictly 
charge and command that the ſaid Publick Thankſgiving be reverently and decently obſerved by all Our 
loving Subjects in Scotland, on the ſaid Twenty-third Day of this inſtant April, as they tender the 
Favour of Almighty God, and would avoid His Wrath and Indignation, and upon Pain of ſuch Puniſh- | 
ment as We may juſtly inflict on all ſuch as contemn or negle& the Performance of ſo religious a Duty. 
Our Will and Pleaſure is therefore, and we charge that this Our Proclamation ſeen, ye forthwith paſs 
to the Market Croſs of Edinburgh and all other Places needful, and there, in Our Name and Authority, 
make Publication thereof, that none pretend Ignorance : And Our Will and Pleaſure is, that Our 
Sollicitor do cauſe printed Copies hereof to be ſent to the Sheriffs of the ſeveral Shires, Stewarts of 
Stewartries, and Bailiffs of Regalities, and their Clerks, whom We ordain to ſee the ſame publiſhed ; 
and We appoint them to ſend Copies thereof to the ſeveral Pariſh Churches within their Bounds, that 
upon the Lord's Day immediately preceding the Day abovementioned, the ſame may be publiſhed and 
read from the Pulpits immediately after Divine Service. |
